Lisbon, August 25.—The

bar 
docket for the September 
term 
of 
court which will open on September 
14, reveals some figures of interest 
as showing the work accomplished 
by the common pleas court in the 
past year, covering 
the 
September 
1913, January and »May terms of court 
A year ago, just before the open­ 
ing of the fall term of court, there 
were 491 civil cases on the docket, 
and during the year there have been 
just 568 civil oases added, making a 
total of 1,059 cases 
The docket for 
the fall term this year contains just 
360 cases which shows that during the 
three terms of court 699 civil cases 
have been taken off. 
This is in addition to the criminal 
end of the work, which disposed of 
the findings of no less than six ses­ 
sions of the grand jury, the bodies 
being called back at the end of each 
term of court to clean up the accu­ 
mulated work before the

of 
each term.
